,  Wl|Ri  our  Collogo  by  any  act  of  coward- - 
•  ice1'  or  dislioneaty.  Wo  will  fight  for  tho 
'  ideiija  and  sacred  things  of  tho  College. 
We  iHill  revere  and  ohoy  the  Collcgo 
laws  arid-  do  our  best  to  incite  a  like 
respect  and  reverence  in  others.  Wo  will 
‘transmit  lhi&-.‘ College  to  those  who  come 
'  after  tis,  greater,  better  and  more  beau¬ 
tiful  than  It  was  transmitted  to  us.”

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.  :A.  NEGLECTED  STUDY 
■There  are  many  otherwise  well  edu- 
catett  persons  who  have  licgloctcd  one 
very  important  study.  There  are  many 
others  Who  make  no  pretense  of  ad¬ 
vanced  education,  hut  still  regard  them¬ 
selves  as  well  schooled,  who  also  lack 
acquaintauco  with  this  ono  important 
branch.  There'  arc  few  schools  in  which 
this  branch  is  taught,  or  if  it  is  taught 
is  given  its  relative  importance.  Mind- 
fur  of  this  deficiency.  Justice.  Sullivan 
of  tho  New  York  customs  court  in  a 
recent  address  .declared  that  if  it  was 
necessary  to  throw  the  sciences  out  of 
our  college  courses  in  order  to  make 
room  for  instruction  in  citizenship  he 
■would  favor  tho  substitution. 

.  It  is  especially  incumbent  on  citizens 
of,  a  republic  to  know  the  meaning,  tho 
obligations  and  tho  privilges  of  citizen¬ 
ship.  Republicanism  depends  for  its 
:  highest  realization  on  such  understand¬ 
ing.  Governmental  integrity  and  effi¬ 
ciency,  social  progress  and  civic  attain¬ 
ments  ad  van  co  in  step  with  citizenship. 

Yet  education  in  American  citizenship 
'except  for  those  of  -foreign  birth  or 
tlioso  born  to  parents  of  recent  arrival, 
is  not  so  much  a  matter  of  formal  sudy 
as  of  interested  participation.  If  a 
course  of  study  were  imperative  in¬ 
difference  or  neglect  could  ho  under¬ 
stood.  But  the  average  American,  man 
or  woman,  1ms  sufficient  general  know¬ 
ledge  to  realize  his  opportunities  and 
to  utilize  his  privileges.  He  also  knows 
"something  of  his  obligations,  oven  if 
ho  disregards  them. 

•It  is  a  reflection  on  the  American 
’republic  that  only  about  ono-half.  its 
eligiblbs  exercise  tho  privilogo  of  vot¬ 
ing.  It  is  a  further  reflection  that  so 
many  of  those  who  do  vote  are  govern¬ 
ed;' by  partisan  considerations  only  or 
by  selfish  motives,  giving  litllo  thought 
to  the  exercise  of  their  prerogatives, 
whether  for  good  or  evil.  Even  those 
who  have  most  at  slake,  whoso  families 
■  may  he  directly  affected  by  public  poli¬ 
cies:  or  whose  business  interests  may 
suffer  from'  incompetent'  government, 
very  generally  let  things  take  tho  course 
the  politicians  map  out  for  thorn. 

Advancement  in  citizenship,  tho  en¬ 
largement  of  Iho  individual  influence, 


go  along  with  paitkijiullon  in,  public 
affairs.  This  docs  not  mean  that  tho 
citizen  who  serves  best,  ntnl  in  serving 
learns  moat,  is  thn  citizen  who  inter¬ 
ests  himself  in  Ills  own  community' or 
neighborhood,,  Who.  is  ,nll>rt  to ;  things 
that  mark  pfqgr.ess.  and  things  that  de¬ 
note  inipriirmeiitj,  whoso  interest'  sooner 
or.  Intel-  extends  beyond  the  ideal  circle 
into  tho  political  jurisdictions  that  in 
tiicmsclves  .successively  enlarge"  The 
effort  to  understand  ' public  questions, 
big  and  little,  and  to  act.  intelligently 
and  unshirkingly  on  those  questions 
when  opportunity  presents— tlioso  aro 
tho  processes  of  both  ;  service  and  do-' 
velopmcnt. 

'■;’  There  Is  a  measure  of  saving  grnco  In 
American  indifforenep  to  the  obligations 
of  citizenship.  Whore  so  many  remain 
inactive/ more  depends  on  forceful. lend¬ 
ers,  eaptiblc  of  directing  the.  course  of 
u  people!  If  a  great' mass  fails  to  think 
for  itself'  and  act  for  itself,  if  it  re¬ 
mains  wholly  dormant,  then  at  least  it 
is  not  obstructive.  On  the  other  hand, 
if  it  is  uninformed,  unpracticod  in  pub^ 
lie  activities,  51  is  more  likely  to  be 
swayed  by  insincere  and  self-seeking 
lenders  than  by  sinccro  and  public 
spirited  advocates.  So  tlio  presump¬ 
tion  must  ibe  that  the  more  Americans 
participate  in  public  affairs,  the  more 
they  wii’/  understand  ■  and  enjoy  tho 
privileges  of  citizenship  in  a  republic 
and  iho  better  service  they  will  render.

Each  School  Day 
Is  Worth  $9.25  \ 
to  Ag.  Students

'Agricultural  education  is  worth  $51.2!) 
for  ouch  day’s  schooling,  tho  United 
Stales  department  of  agriculture”  llllft 
'dec-fdod,  nf ter  surveys  in  twelve  widely 
separated  states.  The  more  education 
a  fanner  has  had  the  more  money  he 
makes,  the  analysis  shows.  Tho  report 
includes  studies  made  adjacent  to  this 
district. 

Tho  monetary  value  of  an  education 
was  arrived  at  by  agriculture  oxtfcnsioa 
workers,  who  took  $20,000  as  tlip  total 
earnings  of  an  uneducated  laborer  ovor 
a  40-year  period  and  $40,000,  ns  the  to¬ 
tal  earnings  of  a  high  school  graduate 
who  spent  twelve  yenra  of  approximate¬ 
ly  180  days  each  in  acquiring  training. 
Tho  gain. in  wages,  $20,000,  duo  to  these 
2,100  days  of  schooling,  represents  a 
value  of  $0,25  a  day  in  the  period  of 
schooling. 

Tho  net  annual  profit  of  farmers  in 
Goorgin  without- tiny  schooling  was 
found  to  average  $2,40,  while  those  who 
had  common  school  education  earned 
$505,  high  school  graduates  $064,  and 
those  who  completed  an  agricultural 
college  course  earned  $1,254.  Thoso 
who  had  taken  only  a  short  course  earn¬ 
ed  $890,  or  almost  three  times  as  much 
as  those  with  no  education. 


DESIRE  FOR  EDUCATION  SUFFICES 

Ail  earnest,  sincere  desire  for  an  edu¬ 
cation  is  the  host  test  of  fitness  for  ad¬ 
mission  to  college. 

If  tlioir  various  testB  show  a  boy  to 
be  mentally,  unfit,  or  that  he.  wants  to 
go  to  college  with  no  object  beyond 
spending  four  years  in  what  lie  regards 
as  a  glorified  country  club,  they  aro 
saving  timo  for  Him  and  themselves. 

As  a  general  thing,  however,  an  earn¬ 
est,  sincere  desire  for  an  education  is 
the  best  test  of  .fitness.  It  seems  to 
us  that  the  boy  and  his. parents  ought 
to  decide  the  question  of  whe  ther  ..  or 
not  he  should  attend  college.  They 
know,,  probably  hotter  than  the  psycho¬ 
logical  .exports,  wliat,  motives  impel  him 
nml  whether  or  not '  ho  should  spend 
four 'more,  years  in  school.
